When the girls attended school on Dewey 


Avenue, it was a big’ wooden, two-story

floor. It would be a most terrifying 
experience if one suffered 
claustrophobia. 

Grandfather was retired from Rosalie 
Cotton Mills in Natchez where he was 
General Manager. His health had broken 
down and he suffered a nervous breakdown. 


* He left Natchez behind and planned on 


building a new life on this gorgeous golden 
coast of saltwater, salubriety, and sand. 
Skiffs were soon bought or built by my 
granddad who was so very nimble and 
talented with woodwork. Lovely days were 
spent with his youngest daughter, Mabelle, 
my mother, fishing, crabbing, lost in a 
wonderland all of their own, neither cne ever 
at a loss for words or thoughts of rings and 
things and cabbages and kings. After all, 
what more could one want than a delicious 
basket of lunch packed by my grandmother, 
Rosalie, with loving hands and a loving 
heart? Personally, I would ave perferred a 
lot more shade, but I believe they settled for 
large plantation type hats and a little shady 
cove down East Beach way. My mother 
always said that Grandmother made her 
wear long stockings with the foot portion cut 
off to ward off the danger of too much ex- 
posure to the sun. The other girls were con- 
tent to stay at home, tidy up and experi- 
ment, under Aunt Josephine’s expert 
tutelage, the arts of sewing, embroidering, 
knitting, crocheting, tatting and lace 
making. 7 

Petite and winsome, little Virginia, oldest 
girl, started a small day school for 
youngsters in town so that she would have 
a little’ spending money. She enjoyed 
children and loved teaching. There are those 
today who every now and then tell me of 
their experiences in her classes after the 
family moved into town on the corner of 
Dewey and LaFontaine. My grandparents 
soon found out that “Audubon” was too 
remote from the commerce of town and 
school and church, also the labor of running 
such a large place was too hard and 
expensive for my frail grandfather. 

Aunt Rosalie soon took special instruction 
and became a most beloved school teacher 


from: 


and tutor. My grandmother said she had ° 


school teaching in her blood as every day she 
would line up all of the little dolls and 
discipline them. Aunt Josephine leaned 
toward a business career and became very 
proficient as a secretary - after a stint of sell- 
ing California Parfume Products, better 
known now as Avon Products. Her choice 
was a very good one as she later became a 
Yeomanette, now “The Waves’’, and later 
married a prominant Admiral in the Navy. 

My mother, Mabelle Le Cand Todtenbier 
was the last to leave the family circle, but 
not for very long. She took a business course 
and became proficient in stenographical 
work and soon became employed as a 
stenographer and later a secretary in the 
Gulf and Ship Island Building in Gulfport. 
She was with the Illinois Central R.R. 
System with its mainline running from 
Gulfport to Chicago. Her immediate boss 
was Charles David Todtenbier of Covington, 
KY, and Cincinnatti, OH. 

After several years of employment with 
the same company my father wooed and won 
my mother. They were married in Gulfport 
but soon moved to Ocean Springs as my 
grandparents were getting old and needed 
special care. 

Mother carved out a genteel life in Ocean 
Springs, being a young matron and since my 
father insisted on her leaving the business 
career for the life of a homemaker, she 
became involved in The Woman’s Club and 
various organizations in town. After several 
years, I made my appearance and now I can 
say we have six generations that have had 
and still are having fun at Green Lawns, 200 
Dewey Avenue. 

Life was very good in the early days of 
Ocean Springs and brought many happy 
times to the Le Cand family. My grandfather 
retired to his favorite hobby of cabinetry and 
inlaid tables, several of which we have, also 
caning chairs when they needed it. 

In my reminiscing, I have touched on but 
a few of Grandfather’s accomplishments in 
his life. He was Poet Laureate, Mississippi 
Division United Confederate Veterans, and 
I might add, a very prolific writer both in 
serious and amusing veins.

In about 1906-08, Charles Adelbert Lee 
left his plumbing business in Indiana to his 
son, Raymond, and visited Pascagoula and 
New Orleans looking for a place to retire. He 
had a house built in Helena and immediately 
brought his wife, the former Irene Belle 
McConnell, and their sons Claude, Charles 
and Edwin here to live. 

Claude worked in a printing office in Moss 
Point, married Mildred Whistler, who after 
a divorce, became an agent for the railroad 
in Gautier. They had two daughters, Mildred 
and Elizabeth. Mildred was wed to John 
Fuller, had three children and then were 
divorced. During WW II, Mildred earned the 
rank of Captain and became the First Fly- 
ing Grandma. Elizabeth was wed in

Vicksburg and now lives in Florida. Mildred 
Whisiler Lee is buried in Bogalusa, LA. 

Claude married Ida Belle Furlow in 1918 
in Jackson, MS. They had four children, and 
three worked for the government. Claude 
returned to Helena in 1924 and went to work 
for United Fruit Company. In 1931 he began 
work at the Mississippi Experiment Station 
in Vicksburg, MS. 

Claude and his son, Claude, Jr., are buried 
in Vicksburg. 

Edwin M., Claude’s brother, worked as a 
mechanic until Edwin Booth contacted hi~ 
for the Forestry Service. Edwin was towu 
man at Helena until 1940 when he entered 
the Ingalls Shipyard as a first class 
electrician and was called ‘‘Pappy Lee” by 
the men.

Ernest Lee Lemaitre was born in 
Escatawpa on June 12, 1883 to Joseph and 
Nancy Goff Lemaitre. On Mar. 18, 1914, 
Ernest married Flora Canfield; the daughter 
of James and Sophie Greennough Canfield. 
On Nov. 11, 1898, Flora was also born in 
Escatawpa. Flora’s father died when she was 
an infant and her mother remarried to 
Herman Cropp. Ernest and Flora moved into 
the Lemaitre home on Dutch Bayou Road 
with Joseph. 

Ernest loved to play the violin and often 
played for dances. An outdoorsman, he 
hunted, fished and worked a garden. Raising 
turkeys and building skiffs were also 
hobbies. 

Several families would often go down to 
Graveline Bayou where Ernest would throw 
the cast-net and have big fish fries on the 
beach. Ernest lost his wedding ring while 
throwing the cast-net. Often Ernest would 
row from Escatawpa to Graveline to pick up 
some oysters or several miles up the 
Pascagoula River to a campsite of friends. 

Whenever the fish were biting Ernest took 
Flora fishing about twice a year. He never 
se his hook, baiting hers and taking off her 

‘ish. 

The family would always go to Salem 
Campmeeting, sometimes staying overnight 
with relatives who had a stall. Sundays were 
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Ernest and Flora Canfield Lemaitre 


often spent visiting with relatives in Hurley 
and Basin. 

Ernest operated a store on the east end of 
Dutch Bayou Road in 1912, and in 1914, 
built his own store in front of his home. Once 
he drove his horse and wagon to Big Point 
to pick up farm produce and hay as payment 
for a store debt. His horse died about a mile 
from home on the return trip. 

The Lemaitre family weathered the 
depression well, often having friends to dine 
with them. Ernest closed his store sometime 
during World War II and went to work for 
his nephew, Foster Lennep, in the building 
material business. Finally, Ernest worked in 
one of the sawmills in Escatawpa. The faster 
boards would come off the plane, the faster 
Ernest would chew his tobacco; his chin 
almost touching his nose. 

Flora made all the clothes for her children 
and was skilled in embroiderey, smocking, 
and fagoting. In 1948, Flora went to work 
at Jackson County Mills on Jefferson Street 
in Moss Point. After working there for 
twenty years, she retired and is still living 
in the home she moved into after her 
marriage over seventy years ago. She is an 
active member of the Escatawpa Baptist 
Church. 

Ernest died Aug. 29, 1969, at 88 years old 
and is buried near his father and mother in 
the Lemaitre Cemetery. 

The children of Ernest and Flora were: 
Joseph Arnold Lee Lemaitre, born March 3, 
1916, married Ruth Helen Gordon, born Jan. 
1915, died 1975, married second Faye 
Thornhill Hamilton. Arnold Lee worked for 
Colle Towing and at Ingalls Shipyard. They 
live in Escatawpa. Nancy Christine 
Lemaitre, born Nov. 16, 1919, died Feb: 14, 
1985, married Eric William Kallsten, Jr., 
born Dec. 15, 1918. The Kallstens lived most 
of their lives in Connecticut. After retiring, 
they moved to Fountainbleau. Doris 
Ernestine Lemaitre, born Sept. 24, 1924; 
married James Edwin Wells, born June 11, 
1921. The Wells family lived in Kreole where 
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Edwin was employed at the paper mill. 
Gloria Frances Lemaitre, born Oct. 15, 1926, 
died June 6, 1952 of cancer, married Charles 
Lee Smith, born Sept. 17, 1922, died July 29, 
1961 in an automobile accident. The Smiths 
lived most of their lives in Moss Point. Flora 
Edwina (Eddie) Lemaitre, born Nov. 29, 
1930.

Joseph Lemaitre is not listed in the 1860 
Census of Jackson County but joined the 
local “Twiggs Rifles’, 27th Regiment, 
Infantry Company L on Oct. 2, 1861. Also 
about this time he married Nancy Jane Goff. 
Both of her parents’ families, the Goffs and 
Kings, were some of the original settlers of 
Jackson County. . 

The oldest record of the Lemaitre family 
in Jackson County is in an 1862 Tract Book 
that lists P. L. Lemaitre in 1858 purchasing 
40 acres and in 1859, 4C more acres. This 
land is located on Little Black Creek approx- 
imately one and a half miles northeast of the 
Escatawpa River railroad bridge.- P.L. 
Lemaitre is probably Paul Lemaitre listed in 
the 1860 Census. It lists family #369 in Elder 
Ferry as Paul Lemaitre, age 50, born in 
France, and his wife listed only as Mrs. 
Lemaitre, age 60, also born in France. 

Joseph Lemaitre was born Dec. 24, 1837, 
in New Orleans. Joseph never knew his 
parents. Oral tradition says they died of 
typhoid fever when he was a young child, 
wheras; Joseph was put in an orphanage. 
Joseph’s interest in Jackson County was 
probably a visit to see his kinfolks, staying 
and later joining the ‘““Twigg’s Rifles’’. 

According to records the ‘“Twigg’s Rifles” 
saw extensive action. In heavy fog on Nov. 
24, 1863, they took part in the Battle of 
Lookout Mountain. Joseph Lemaitre was 
among eighteen men of the ‘‘Twigg’s Rifles” 


taken prisoner this day. They were 
transported to prison in Louisville, KY, and 

later forwarded to Rock Island Military 
Prison, IL. Joseph was released on Mar. 20, ' 
1865, and tradition says he walked back 
home to Jackson County. 

There were a few stories passed down 
about Joseph’s Civil War experiences. One 
states about having a close call by having 
a belt buckle ‘‘shot off’. Another story tells 
of the men quenching their.thirst in a body 
of water one night. Disgustingly, the next | 
morning they realized it was a dirty duck 
pond. + 

On July 18, 1868, Joseph purchased 
twelve acres for $45.00 from Nancy’s 
parents, Matthew and Mary Goff. This land 
is located at the present site of the Lemaitre 
home on Dutch Bayou Road in Escatawpa. 

Joseph made a living for his family as 
ship’s carpenter. They were prospering well i 
by 1888 because an organ valued at $60.00 H 
is listed as being owned by the family. The 
family also had problems because in 1892 
they repurchased their property from Sheriff 
Bruno Goff for $19.20; probably for delin- | 
quent taxes. | 

Joseph had a shingle mill that was located 
near their home. A Lutheran Church, located 
at the east end of Dutch Bayou Road had 
it’s roof put on thanks to a kindly donation 
from Joseph’s mill. 

A trip to New Orleans to the French 
Market was a special occasion that allowed i 
Joseph to converse in French and to buy | 
French coffee. Joseph loved to fish and had | 
dug a canal from his house through the 
marsh to the river. F , 

Joseph’s son, Ernest, had a store located 
in front of their home. One day Arnold Lee, 
Joseph’s four year old grandson, came run- 
ning up from the store saying he had opened 
the spigot on fifty gallons of molasses. After 
discovering the mess, Ernest was furious at _ 
his son’s mischief, but Joseph protected his 
grandson from punishment, because Arnold 
Lee had confessed the truth. 

Not much is remembered about Joseph’s 
wife, Nancy Jane. She died on Mar. 12, 1901, 


-at. age fifty-six. Joseph lived to be eighty- 


eight, dying of pneumonia that was caused 
by falling overboard in the bayou behind his 
home. His death occurred on Apr. 30, 1926. 
Both Joseph and Nancy are buried in the 
family cemetery on the land that Joseph had 
deeded to his son, Ernest, in 1920.

The Spradley and Livaudais families lived 
in Escatawpa. Brunner R. Lemaitre, born 
Feb. 7, 1876, died Feb. 15, 1895 of typhoid 
fever. Joseph Lemaitre, Jr., born Jan. 23, 
1878, died Dec. 10, 1939, married June 28, 
1899 to May Reilly, born July 4, 1878, died 
Aug. 2, 1944. Joseph made his living in the 
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Escatawpa area as a carpenter. Helen Idella 
Lemaitre, born June 12, 1888, died Jan. 27, 
1962, married Nov. 24, 1909 to John Edward 
Paulson, born Mar. 15, 1882, died Oct. 21, 
1955. The Paulsons moved to Bogalusa 
where John worked in the paper mill. Ernest 
Lee Lemaitre, born June 12, 1883, died Aug. 
29, 1969, married Mar. 18, 1914 to Flora 
Canfield, born Nov. 11, 1898. Ernest had a 
store in Escatawpa and later worked in a 
j sawmill.

In 1912, James Kirkpatrick Lemon resign- 
‘ed from his job as Freightyard Master of the 
Gulf & Ship Island Railroad in Gulfport, and 
moved his family of three children and wife 


to Ocean Springs to enter the seafood. 


business. Right away, his hands got infected 
with oyster poisoning so he went into the 
furniture retail business. 


The first thing he did was cut the weeds’ 


around the closed Presbyterian Church, 
found a few staunch Presbyterians and got 
it reopened. 

He moved his Masonic letter into the local 
lodge. He also helped to build a new lodge 


” which still stands, today. 


In 1915, his new friends urged him to run 
for Beat 4 Supervisor after Mr. Robinson 
passed away, which post he won and held un- 
til his death in 1929. 

The total county population was over 
6,000 then. There were six doctors, and no 
hospital, so Lemon went to each doctor and 
appealed to each to serve one day a week, 
for free, to which they agreed. If you were 
a resident of Jackson County, your needs 
were cared for at no cost to you if you could 
not pay, as the County had built and sup- 
ported the hospital. ‘ 

Then, there was no State Highway 
Department, except for a few pair of mules 
left in the care of farmers living perhaps 
twenty miles apart who shared a light four 
wheel road patrol or scraper. 

Roads were bad, and the only road to 
Vancleave that was passable in rainy 

weather was the sandy Seaman Road. The 
Mississippi clay stopped all traffic in rainy 
weather. 

Lemon built the underpass at the Foun- 
tainebleau railroad crossing to save lives. 
‘Horses and oxen would panic at an open 
crossing and would run in front of the train, 
dragging buggy or cart. 

In 1925, Washington, D C sent a Federal 
Highway Commissioner to Mississippi, so an 
alert Board of Supervisors immediately built 
the first concrete highway across country in 
the nation. It was used as U.S. Highway 90 
until the 1950s. This area’s weight of World 
War II supplies were sent across it. Ship 
shafts, steel plate propellers, lead ingots, 
tank convoys, tons of war material to keep 
America free. 

This same year, the man who had built and 
operated the Cochrane Bridge across Mobile 
Bay on Highway 90, and charged $1.00 for 
a vehicle, 25¢ for the driver, 25¢ for each oc- 
cupant or passenger, offered $2,000 to each 


supervisor as a thank-you for the right to 
build and operate a toll bridge on the East 
Pascagoula River. Lemon’s reasoning was 
that if an individual could build, surely the 
total population could also build the toll 
bridge. 

The board sent to Illinois to get a Mr. 
McGowan, who knew concrete, as there were 
few civil engineers who knew concrete. He 
was acracker-jack, as his highway is still in 
use, after sixty-plus years of daily use. 

Lemon warned Mr. Mac that some thank 
vou monev would he ten? --0d bir on tho on. 
cepted bid of 60¢ a square yard was too low 
to operate on, as national average was 80¢ 
a square yard. Think of such a low price, as 
today’s price is perhaps $9.00. 

Sure enough, Mr. Mac stared at his hand 
in disbelief for several days, that he had 
refused ten one thousand dollar bills to allow 
the contractor to add more sand. 

Forty giant. mules driven by blacks pull- 
ed quarter yard scoops, or slips, and put up 
the right of way. Another man would tilt the 
slip to load it with dirt, then the mule was 
driven onto the roadbed, dumped by a 
waiting man, driven back to reload. I was at 
Davis Bayou when the East fill was com- 
pleted, the last link on the Western side of 
the county. The next morning, Mr. Lemon 
invited ‘me to go view this last fill, so we 
drove to the site in a Willis Overland (a 4 
cylinder fliver). As we went down the hill, 
Mr. Lemon’s eyes grew larger and his mouth 
fell open in astonishment! I thought he was 
ill but I could not see over the hood, as I was 
only six years of age (Mr. Lemon’s sixth 
child). 

When I got out of the car, I saw that the 
seven or eight foot high fill (perhaps twenty- 
five or thirty feet wide) had sunk during the 
night to the level of the marsh grass roots 
on both sides of the right-of-way. The 
primitive earth moving combo was back on 
the job shortly and brought it back to grade 
in about ten days, more or less. 


On the West river, a wooden bridge was 
built on poles (not piling) which looked to be 
only about 15 inches in diameter. These 
poles were very long, as the silt in this delta 
was very deep and the bridge was the height 
of the bank. In the fifties, Mr. L.C. 
Winterton, the county engineer, (and a 
cracker-jack) was sent to this bridge site 
with his instruments to check bridge condi- 
tions as numerous complaints were being 
received by the then Board of Supervisors, 
about the excessive side sway. Mr. Winter- 
ton told me afterward that just as he 
completed getting his instrument in place, 
a 12-wheeler truck came on the bridge going 
at least 40 mph and he measured a 14 foot 
sway! I know nothing about bridges but in 
later years, I have often wondered if there 
would have been such a whip if the poles had 
been driven upside down. 


Mr. Lemon was on the board when the 
seawalls were built. The Board wanted to 
build more and the people objected, but the 
beach at Bellefountaine had receded several 
hundred feet in my lifetime. Also the ice cap 
is melting and the Gulf is rising at the rate 
of a quarter inch a year. In my lifetime, that 
is a 17 inch rise. 


There used to be a mud flat in front of Pass 
Christian, for almost a quarter of a mile 
before the sand beach was pumped.

When Mr. Mac built the second seawall, 
the short one on East Beach in Ocean 
Springs, he didn’t want to chance building 
it because he found three traces of quick- 
sand. Lemon urged him to build it so he 
could get several years of night sleep, as 
every time a high tide came, the earth road- 
way would wash out and the phone would 
ring too often for his sleep. He took the 
blame when it settled six-odd feet but it was 
always passable. 

He tried to dip the cattle tick out of

Mississippi, but no one knew much about in- 
secticide. Horses, cows, sheep, oxen, etc. got 
sick for several days, and the horses, mules 
and oxen couldn’t work. The milch cow’s 
milk couldn’t be used for several days, and 
at night our phone would ring with info that 
another vat used for dipping had been 
dynamited. 

To cross the two rivers to enter 
Pascagoula was appalling to a five year old 
boy. An open barge large enough for four or 
five cars, no safety rail, just chocks. The 
barge was pulled by one cable, perhaps 5/8 
or 3/4 inches thickness, and an engine. When 
the river was up, the barge would sag 
downstream on the cable. We would always 
get out of the car and clutching each other’s 
hands, we'd stand on the open deck! 

The county didn’t have much business 
then. The Board only met once a month, and 
$85.00 was the supervisor’s monthly pay 
with a $15.00 gas and oil allowance for his 
car. é 

When the high summer tide season came, 
Mr. Ben O'Keefe always sent a team of fine 
mules to Fort Bayou and for fifty cents, he 
would have you shut off your car engine and 
the mules would pull you across the 
causeway as though the car was a toy. 

Lynn-Boy Watson kept a Fordson tractor 
and he would also pull you with a couple of 
mules for $5.00. When the concrete road was 
under construction that winter, he earned 
enough to buy a $5,000 Chrysler! 

The twenty-plus miles of highway on the 
west of Pascagoula, if I remember correct-_ 
ly, cost 1 million dollars, an unheard of sum 
then. The U.S. Government contributed one 
third with the one third on the south 
assessed to each property owner over a twen- 
ty year period. The north, the same. The 
reasoning behind this was that everyone 
used the road. The property owner who 
fronted on the new road, if he chose to sell 
his property, could realize much, much more 
money for his property. This was fair 
because there were few cars then. 

Lemon told the Harrison County super- 
visors that the blacktop that they were 
laying with their U.S. money, would never 
hold up on the sand base. I suppose he was 
right, as they rebuilt each road a half dozen 
times. 

When the boards of Harrison and Jackson 
County jointly built the first Ocean Springs- 
Biloxi Bridge at the cost of $480,000, each 
county plus the U.S. Government funded the 
project. The State of Mississippi gave 
nothing except Legislative permission. Just 
before bids were let, a special meeting was 
called for no obvious reason, as everything 
was settled. 

I was a small boy playing on the dining 
room floor when my Dad started to leave. 
He said, ‘‘Mom, go to the sewing machine

Greetings Renee, 

Thanks for your swift responce. Yes, it would be very helpful if those papers could be sent to the 
Moss Point Library. According to my mother(Minnie Mae Lennep Douglas), her mother(Minnie Idella 
Rogers Lennep) said that Jacob M. Holland and his family lived in a big stone house on Government 
Street in Mobile, and after his wife died he was so taken with grief that he moved his family to 
Mississippi. I have land records where he bought land in Alabama and Mississippi after he moved. 
Minerva had to take on the household duties being the eldest daughter. I cannot find her on any 
census with any other Hollands before or after the 1880 census. She married Louis Lee Rogers (son 
of Joseph W. Rogers) on Sept. 13, 1888 in Jackson County, Mississippi. 

According to the 1880 census, Joseph W. Rogers was living in Jackson County with his large 
family and it shows that he was born in Alabama. The Joseph W. Ro(d)gers that in buried in 3 Mile 
Cemetery has different dates of birth and death. It has long been stated that our Joseph W. Rogers 
served in the Confederate Army. I did find a Joseph W. Rogers that served in the 34th Alabama 
Infantry, Co. C whereas the one in 3 Mile Creek served in the Mississippi Light Artillery. The more I 
dig the deeper I get confused. 

When Louis Lee Rogers died (shortly after his wife - supposedly of a broken heart), all the 
siblings were at my grandmother's (Minnie Idella Rogers Lennep) house after the funeral. The men 
were discussing who would take over which part of the lumber company when my grandmother, 
being the youngest and still feeling the lose, told her brothers that their father wasn't even cold in 
the grave and they were thinking of his bussiness and she threw them out and refused her share of 
the inheritance. Having heard this story all my life from her lips, I haven't been able to aquire 
much information from the other Rogers. Whatever you can find will be most appreciated. 

I don't know if I mentioned that my grandfather (Brener Lennep) remarried at age 78, two years 
after my grandmother passed away, then he died of a brain tumer 1 1/2 years later. His new wife 
disposed of the photos, family Bibles, and memorbilia from 62 years of marriage to my 
grandmother before my mother or her brother and sister had a chance to save any, which nearly 
broke my mother's heart. So I don't have alot to go on but memories.
